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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-17, drawn to glassware forming, classified in class 700, subclass 
157. 

II. Claims 18-25, drawn to container type article, classified in class 428, 
subclass 34.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case a glass bottle can be made with different properties. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Michael P. Dunnam (Reg. No. 32,61 1 ) 
on June 07, 2004 a provisional election was made with out traverse to prosecute the 
invention of I, claims 1-17. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in 
replying to this Office action. Claims 18-25 withdrawn from further consideration by the 
examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

6. Claims 1-17 have been allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The patentability resides, at least in part, in the combination of: a method of 
creating recycled glass products of a particular color from raw materials including mixed 
color glass cullet, the steps include by specifying the oxide composition percentage of at 
least green, amber and flint glass of the cullet, specifying the particular color and 
transmission properties of the glass product, specifying a quality of the mixed color 
glass cullet, specifying a percentage of composition of at least two of the green, amber 
and flint glass, calculating using the percentage composition the desired glass coloring 
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oxide agent, calculating a batch composition of the recycled finished glass, creating 
recycled glass products from the calculated batch composition, in further combination 
with the other limitations of the base claim 1 . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on
